LOSSOFTHl-STFAllllERStBECl 


IN THE GREEN RIVER RAPIDS, 


Many PagMngen Narrowly Eso»pe 


With Their Lives—Thrilling Ex- 
perience ol» Rochester Uirl—The 
ctory of the Rescue. 


The captain.of thVsteamer George 


Sirecker which !we.nt down during a 
bltoard, In tbe whirlpool of the Green 
river, had navigated the rapid* tor over 
twenty years previous to the fateful 
trip. The accident occurred soon after 
the passengers toad breakfasted and 
many of them were on deck watching 
the troubled waters. Among them was 
Miss 0. H. Kedfern, of No,, 98 Am* 
; brose street, Rocheuter, N.TT., and her 
account of the accident and, of her 
thrilling rescue gives the beat, fltory of 
the paseengera' fierce struggle for:life. 


"When the boat sunk," aays Mlsa 


Redtern, "some of tbe men Jumped in- 
to tb0 water and swam for. shore.
